I’m  really  excited  about  the  grand  opening  of  a new  public  facility  in  Hollywood,  and  I want  to  make  sure 
you  receive  an  invitation  to  join  me  at  the  event.  We  will  dedicate  a new  pocket  park  on  Carlton  Way 
tomorrow  morning  - a public-private  partnership  with  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  the 
Trust  for  Public  Land  that  was  five  years  in  the  making. 

The  dedication  ceremony  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  July  25,  starting  with  my  monthly  community  walk 
at  10  a.m.,  followed  by  the  park  dedication  at  1 1 a.m..  at  5927  Carlton  Wav,  in  Hollywood. 

The  new  pocket  park  contains  an  entry  plaza  with  accessible  picnic  tables,  porch  swings,  a playground, 
and  six  pieces  of  fitness  equipment.  The  park  also  features  mosaics,  some  of  which  were  made  by 
members  of  the  community,  and  drought  tolerant  trees  and  shrubs. 

The  beautiful  new  Carlton  Way  Park  is  the  latest  example  of  the  fine  work  the  Trust  For  Public  Land  has 
done  in  partnership  with  the  City  of  Los  Angeles.  The  new  park  will  improve  the  look  and  feel  of  the 
neighborhood,  enhance  the  pedestrian  experience,  and  establish  a sanctuary  for  residents  and  families  in 
the  heart  of  Hollywood. 

As  Chair  of  the  City's  Arts,  Parks,  and  LA  River  Committee,  it  is  important  for  me  to  see  more  parks  in  our 
great  City,  and  especially  in  my  district.  The  Hollywood  community  will  now  have  a total  of  three  pocket 
parks:  Carlton  Way,  Smith  Park,  and  Selma  Park,  in  addition  to  the  pool  and  open  space  at  the  Hollywood 
Recreation  Center.  The  City  of  Los  Angeles  has  some  of  the  highest  obesity  rates  in  the  county,  and 
acquiring  park  space  provides  Angelenos  with  physical  fitness  outlets  that  help  promote  a healthier 
lifestyle.
